TIED. PRODDED AND
ABUSEDflSOLDIER.

Captain Lovering Used His
Sword Upon a Private
Who Was Bound,

DRAGGED BY A ROPE.

Four Guards Snaked Hammond
About the Parade Ground

at Fort Sheridan.

Chicago, Oct. 10..Because he refused to
do menial work until he had been tried for
absence without leave Charles Hammond,
a private of the Twenty-first Infantry, was

yesterday subjected to treatment at Fort
Sheridan such as has never before been

reported in the annals of the War Department.
By order of Captain Leonard A. Lovering,officer of the day, he was tied with a

heavy rope by the feet and dragged,
bruised and bleeding, for a distance of 600
yards through the post by four stalwart
members of the guard. All the while CaptolnT.nvpHnc fnllnvcorl oInnor-siri^ nnr! nrnd-

ded the prostrate prisoner with his sword,
drawing blood at every thrust.
The way from the guard house to the adjutant'soffice, where the dragging rope

Was finally ordered to be removed, by the
command of Lieutenant-Colonel lialnbridge,was marked by a deep furrow in
the roadway and by spots of blood
wherever* a crosswalk or a sidewalk was
struck.
The enlisted men of the post who witnessedthe treatment of the prisoner were

in a state bordering on mutiny. They followedhe dragging party to the very door
where the commanding officers were sittingin session, and dispersed only when
they were told by their non-commissioned
officers that the man would be accorded a
fair hearing.

Left Plattsburgr Without Leave.
Hammond is a Chicago boy, who enlistedless than a year ago, and had been stationedat Plattsburg barracks. New York.

He was just over age when he was acceptedby the recruiting officer. Ten days
ago he applied for a leave of absence in
order that he might visit his friends in
Chicago. The leave was refused, and as
Hammond declared he had business of the
utmost importance, ne toon rrencn icuve

and came to this city.
Knowing that in ten days he would be

branded a deserter, and having no desire
to be so marked, he went to Fort Sheridan
and gave himself up Friday, saying that
he had been absent without leave for nine
lays and appealing to the authorities there
to give him transportation back to his post,
where he could stand trial for his breach
of discipline.
The man was at once put in the guard

house, to be held until the authorities at
Plattsburg could be communicated with
ind the extent of his misconduct learned.
Soon after he bad surrendered he was

told that he would have to go out with the
other prisoners and work about the gar
rison. He said that as vet no charges had
heen preferred against him and he thought
oe ought not to he obliged to do the work
ordered.

Prodded in His Cell.
Yesterday morning Captain Lovering was

letalled as officer of the day and told that
Hammond had refused to work the day
before. Lovering went to the prisoner's
cell and ordered him to come out and go
to work. Hammond declined to obey, repeatinghis reasons given the day before.
Captain Lovering then called four men,
whom he ordered to prod Hammond w'th
their bayonets until he came out. The
men refused point blank. Lovering then
drew his sword and prodded Hammond
tvith his own weapon. Driven by the pain,
Hammond came into the passageway.
Then Lovering ordered the sergeant of the
guard to bring a half-inch rope, which was
done. The captain turned to the sentries
and said: "Tie this rope about this man's*
ankles, oross his feet "and make the knot
tight."
Hammond securely bound, Lovering

called the corporal of the guard and told
him to take charge of the four sentinels
and to see that Hammond was dragged
to the post library building, where Lieutenant-ColonelBainbridge was holding a
summary court.
Hammond was dragged through the

passugewuy uuiaiut- iuc mno mw cm. generalguard room, across the stone floor
of that apartment and to the porch. CaptainLoverlng, with his drawn sword, and
the corporal following.
When they reached the court the prostrate

prisoner clasped both hands and placed
them behind his head. In that position
he was dragged down the stone steps lead
Ing from the guard house to the post sentinelNo. 1. his hands and head being cut
at every step. From the edge of the walk
the prisoner was dragged into the roadway,
his hands still striving to protect his head.
At this stage of the proceedings the sentinelshesitated before dragging their burden
further.

Bled from, Sword Stabs.
But as a spur to both the prisoner and

the dragging party, Captain Lovering proddedHammond once more with the point
of his sword, drawing blood. Once arrived
at Lieutenant Colonel Balnbridge's court
the rop^ was ordered removed, the prisonerwas taken into the Colonel's presence
and was there arrnjgned and tried for re-

fusing to worn. xne sentence was not
made" public, but it was understood to be
fourteen days in solitary. confinement on
bread and water.
Captain Lovering, when questioned about

the affair, did not deny inflicting the punishment,saying it was justifiable. He was
ordered to bring the man, he said, and
he did It.
